Plan for Courses 


The plan outlined for the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps embodied the thought 
of a series of carefully graded camps, in- 
cluding: (a) A Red Course for beginners 
with a view to assignment in the Organ- 
ized Reserve; (b) a White Course of 
which the graduates should be eligible to 
act as non-commissioned officers, and (c) 
a Blue Course to qualify candidates for 
commissions in the Organized Reserve or 
for quick promotion in the National Guard. 
For this first summer only the Red Course 
was offered; it is hoped that in 1922 it 
may be possible to give all three grades of 
instruction, since a large number of ex- 
Service men may be reckoned eligible for 
the White and Blue Courses aside from 
the graduates of the present year who will 
enroll in the White camps. 

In 1921 there was one citizen camp in 
each of the nine corps areas and in addi- 
tion on account of the great extent of ter- 
ritory a second camp in the 7th, the 8th 
and the 9th Corps Areas, making a total 


of twelve, Devens, Plattsburg, Meade, 
Jackson, Knox, Grant, Snelling, Pike, 
Travis, Logan, the Presidio and Lewis 


were points selected and all seem to have 
been well chosen. The discontinuance of 
certain cantonments will involve changes 
of location for the coming year, but it is 
clear that there will be ample accommoda- 
tions still available at suitable points and 
at slight expense throughout the country 
for the greatly increased numbers expected 
in the camps of 1922. 

Owing to deferred action by Congress on 
the appropriation bill the War Depart- 
ment was not able definitely to announce 
the summer camps until within a few 
weeks of the time fixed for their opening. 
It was necessary, therefore, to carry on an 
intensive campaign of publicity, and this 
was done largely through civilian co-opera- 
tion in which the Military Training Camps 
Association played the major part. Other 
organizations worked effectively with it; 
the attitude of the public press was uni- 
formly favorable and the response from 
the young men of the country quickly 
proved the popularity of the new policy. 
In every corps area applications largely 
surpassed the quotas established and in 
many parts of the country from four to 
six young men applied for each available 
place in the camps. If it had been possi- 
ble to announce the camps earlier even this 
surprising enrollment would have been far 
surpassed, 


Success of the 1921 Camps 


The actual conduct of the camps won 
ceneral approval. The War Department as- 
signed in each corps area most competent 
‘amp commanders and young, enthusiastic 


and capable officers as instructors. The 
course of training, food, quarters and recre- 

ional facilities won the unanimous ap- 
proval of the men enrolled, who entered 


e camps with high anticipations and re- 
turned to their homes enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the camp idea. What the four 
weeks’ training did for these young men 
; suggested in part by hundreds of letters 
from parents received at various offices of 
the Military Training Camps Association, 

hich speak in unqualified terms of their 
improvement in physical health and vigor, 
mental alertness, interest in life and work, 
nounting in many cases to a practical 
transformation in character and purpose. 

Although the camps of 1921 were an un- 
qualified success, the experience of this 
summer suggests some points for consider- 
ation in the plans for another year. De- 
pite the preliminary medical examination, 
a number of young men were found to be 
physically disqualified and more rigorous 
tests may hereafter be desirable. The 
spirit and conduct of the men enrolled was, 
on the whole, admirable, but there is some 
question whether in the future it may not 
be better to adopt a policy which will al- 
low more adequate disciplinary measures 
in case of need. 

In carrying out the course of instruction 
prescribed by the War Department there 
was considerable variety among the vari- 
ous camps—some possibly overemphasized 
the routine military training and some may 
have devoted more time than was proper 
to recreational features of the program.
